Constitution of Kansas Library Association 


1. Name. This organization shall be known as the Kansas Library 
Association. 


2. Object. Its object shall be to promote fraternal relations 
among librarians and those interested in library work; to encourage 
the establishment of new libraries in every locality, and to 
increase the usefulness of those already established. 


3. Membership: a) Active membership: Any person officially con- 
nected as trustee, librarian, or assistant, with any public, college, 
or other library of the state shall upon the payment of an annual fee 
of one dollar (assistant librarians, fifty cents), be entitled to 
active membership in the Association, with the right to vote. 


%) Club membership: Any federated woman's club of the state shall, 
on payment of an annual fee of one dollar, be entitled to name from 
its number one delegate to each annual meeting of the Association, 
such delegate to have all the privileges of active membership and to 
be entitled to vote. 

c) Associate membership: Any person not officially connected with 
any library may become an associate member by paying an annual fee of 
fifty cents, but shall not be entitled to vote. 


4. Officers. The officers shall consist of a President, three 
Vice Presidents, a Secretary, and a Treasurer, to be elected by 
ballot at the annual meeting. The duties of these officers shall be 
such as usually devolve upon them in similar organizations. 


5. Executive Board. The officers of this Association, together 
with one other member to be chosen by vote of the Association (at the 
annual meeting), shall constitute an Executive Board. It shall be the 
duty of the Board to prepare questions for discussion at the annual 
meeting; to consider and mature plans for the general work of the 
same; to approve all bills before payment by the Treasurer; and to 
transact all business of the Association in the intervals between its 
meetings. 


6. Meetings. There shall be an annual meeting at such place as 
may have been decided upon ty the Association, the time of which shall 
be chosen by the Association or by the Executive Board. Special 
meetings shall be called by the President at the request of five 
members, providing one month's previous notice be duly given. 


7. Quorum. Seven members presant at any annual or called meeting 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 


8, Amendment. This constitution may be amended at any annual 
meeting by a two-thirds vote of the members present, notice of the 
proposed change having been given in the call for the meeting.
